On August 4-9, 1985, The Federation of American Societies for 
Experimental Biology will hold a conference on "Protein Kinases" at the 
Vermont Academy in Saxtons River, Vermont (see enclosed program). 

Dr. J.F. Kuo of the Emory University Pharmacology Department and I 
have assembled a program covering many of the diverse and rapidly evolving 
areas in protein kinase research. There is no other regularly scheduled 
conference on protein kinases, and this is the first year of sponsorship by 
FASEB. Because this is a new conference, it will not receive funding from 
any federal agencies.
